LONDON, JUNE 4 — Three neutral ships, all irom Soandavian 


countries have been torpedoed and sunk by German wVmia vines in 
the North sea within 24 hours. 


One of them, the Swedish steamer Lappland, carried lour wo- 


men passengers. With 19 of the crew they were landed in Scotland 
this morning. 


The Lappland was sunk during the night while enroute 1o Eng- 


land carrying a cargo of iron ore. 


The other neutral victims were the Danish sailing ship Salvador, 


whose crew was landed at Lerwick, Scotland, early today, and the 
Norwegian steamer Cubano, torpedoed off the Flannan island. 


Other victims of the submarines during the 24-hour period were 


two Welsh trawlers. 


The captain of the Salvador who was picked up after drifting 


12 hours in a small boat, told how the commander of the submarine 
ordered his own boat to tow the Salvador's small boats as far a<; 
possible and then gave the crew cigars, brandy and rubber coals. 


"I protested against the sinking/' said the captain, "but 1he 


submarine commander said he was sorrv but 'war is war.' "
